OTTAWA, April 16—(CP)—The 
Prices Board announced last night 
it has authorized increases in the 
selling price of men’s and boys’ 
work clothing “to compensate man- 
ufacturers for the increased cost 
of fabrics as a result of the reduc- 
tion of the cotton subsidy.” Board 
officials said retail prices of work} 
clothing in the lower-priced brack- 
ets will in many cases remain the 
same, and in instances where prices 
do rise the increase should not ex-| 
ceed 25 cents,

Farm Body’s Chief: 


Asks New Study 
. Implement Boost 


OTTAWA, April 16—(CP)—H. H. 
Hannan, president of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, said to- 
day action of the government in 
allowing a 12% per cent increase 
in the price of, Canadian-made 
farm implements should be immed- 
iately reconsidered to avoid serious 
upsets of 1946 production. 

“This price rise has more serious- 
ly disturbed Canadian agriculture 
than any similar action of recent 
years,” Mr. Hannam said in a state- 
ment. “Our national office has been 
swamped with telegrams from 
member bodies of the federation in 
all provinces, voicing vigorous pro- 
test against the increase in their 
costs of production without some 
promise of a general increase in 
prices of farm products all along 
t®& line, as was requested by the 
federation in its recent interview 
with the prime minister and the 
cabinet. 

“AT THE VERY TIME when the 
world food situation is so critical 
and Canadian farmers feel deeply 
their responsibilities to produce 
te capacity, and when the farm 
labor situation is worse even than 
in war years, this drastic increase 
in costs while farm prices are still 
held down by ceilings is discourag- 
ing and disheartening in the ex- 
treme. A note of desperation is 
strongly evident in the protests we 
have received.”

For Lloydminster 


REGINA, April 16—(CP)—An 
oil-drilling boom was in prospect 
today for the Lloydminster field 
on the Alberta - Saskatchewan 
boundary following the blow-in 
there Saturday of Saskatchewan's 
first “gusher” which is still produc- 
ing steadily at the rate of 40 bar- 
rels an hour, 

Charles H. Withers, Regina oil 
driller who visited the well, said 
today it was the largest well ever 
rilled that far north on the con- 
tinent. The well gushéd uncheck- 
ed for almost 48 hours until 
brought under control last night 
with “chokes” to regulate the flow. 

NATURAL RESOURCES De- 
partment officials here said the 
well had produced 3,500 barrels up 
to last night and word of the strike 
in the Lloydminster field, which 
lies 186 miles east of Edmonton, 
was expected to result in increased 
drilling activity there. They add- 
ed the strike had caused interest 
in various parts of Canada and in 
the United States.

CHUNGKING, April 16.— 
(BUP)—Chinese Communist}

At Least Until Political Situation Stabilized 
Premier of Japan to Carry On 


TOKYO, April 16—(BUP)—Baron Kijuro Shi- 
dehara indicated today he will stay on as Japan's 
premier at least until the political situation is 
“stabilized” and a new constitution adopted. 

Shidehara told a press conference that he 
would be shirking his responsibility if he resign- 
ed now and left the task of drawing up the con- 


stitution to someone else, 


HE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT HE had no po- 
litical ambition and would gladly retire if he were 
assured of the formation of a stable coalition gov- 


ernment.

TORONTO, April 16—(CP)— 
Measure your feet in inches, girls, 
to find the proper size for your 
new nylons. 

That's the advice of a manufac- 
turer’s representative who said 
today that many women complain 
their nylons are too small, 

“The new full-fashioned nylons 
are made to correct size,” he said. 
“But during the war, women be- 
came accustomed to rayon and 
lisle hose which have a tendency 
to stretch. Over a period of five 
years, most women built up a 
definite idea of hosiery size based 
on rayon standards. 

“MANY RETAILERS advise 
women to buy a half-size larger in 
nylons, and consequently they are 
not getting a good fit. 

“So measure your foot in inch- 
es. If your foot is wide, you may 
be more comfortable in a half- 
size larger; if very narrow, pos- 
sibly a half-size shorter.”

World’s Worst 
Mining Disaster 
Finally Revealed 


TOKYO, April 16.—(AP)—vhe 
world’s worst mining disaster— 
an underground explosion which 
snuffed out 1,549, Chinese and 
Koreans lives in the Honxeiko 
colliery in Manchuria—was re- 
ported for the first time today by 
Allied headquarters—almost four 
years after it happened. 

The accident occurred April 
26, 1942, under Japanese occupa- 
tion. It was kept secret by ‘he 
military fe@m even the Javanese 
government for a month, 

THE EXPLOSION was sei off 
by a short circuit which ignited 
methane gas, That exploded an 
accumulation of coal dust in 
tunnels for a distance of more 
than two kilometers (about 1% 
miles). 

Most of the deaths were caused 
by carbon monoxide poisoning. 

The only comparable mine dis 
asters was at Pas De Calaias, 
France, in 1906, when 1,100 French 
miners were killed, Cammack 
added.

NEW YORK, April 16.— 
(BUP) — American delegate 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., in- 
directly accused the Soviet 
Union today of using the 
presence of its troops in Iran 
to obtain that country’s last- 
minute decision to withdraw 
its charges against Russia. 

HIS STATEMENT and denial of 
Russian charges of Americans bad 
faith in the Iranian case came as 
Secretary General Trygve Lie sube 
mitted a long, technical memorane 
dum suggesting it may no longer 
be possible legally to retain the 
Iranian case on the council agenda, 

The memorandum was referred 
to the committee of experts for a 
two-day study—but meanwhile dis- 
cussion continued, 

French delegate Henry Bonnet 
also introduced a draft resolution 
for disposing of the Iranian case, 
He had suggested that it be dropped 
from the agenda as requested by 
Russia and Iran and left to Lie to 
report back when Russian troops 
have left Iran.

Canada’s Friendliest Factory 
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The Councils Won’t Act 


Ordinarily there would be wordy war 
clear across Canada if the Dominion Govern- 
ment undertook to say how many building 
permits, and for what kind of buildings, 
were to be issued in cities and towns. This | 
is a long-established and fully recognized 
right of the municipal councils. It was only 
suspended under war conditions and for war 
reasons, the suspending being done indirect- 
ly by granting or with-holding priorities for 
materials and labor. 

The fighting ended last summer, but the 
councils are now demanding that the Domin- | 
ion continue to exercise control over the 
amount and kind of building that can be 
done in any centre, They are demanding this 
by refusing to exercise the power that re- 
verted to them a few weeks ago when the 
federal control orders were dropped. 

Faced with the responsibility of saying 
whether and to what extent industrial and 
commercial building should be delayed in or- 
der to speed construction of homes for vet-,, 
erans, the councils declined to function. If 
there is to be any “funneling” of materials 
and labor into homes for the returned men, 
the Dominion will therefore have to do it. 
The councils have refused. 


Taxicab Crowding 


In Toronto they have banned the wartime | 
practice of “‘sharing”’ taxicab rides. It is time 
the same ban was applied in Edmonton. 

Under the taxi-sharing system, which 
was reasonable enough during the war, three 
or four or more people leaving a railway sta- 
tion or a hotel and going in the same general 
direction share the same cab. It is an incon- 
venient and objectionable mode of transpor- | 
tation. But, when such economy was necess- 
ary for war purposes, it did save tires and 
gasoline. 

There is absolutely no need for this taxi- 
jamming now. And Edmonton, like Toronto, 
should put an end to it. 

It seems quite inexplicable that the city | 
should make any difficulty about licensing 
any number of new taxicab companies so 
long as this sharing business is allowed to 
continue. 

If there are so few taxis in Edmonton that 
the sharing is necessary, then more taxi | 
companies should be licensed. 

On the other hand, if there are already 
enough taxis in Edmonton to serve the pub- 
lic properly, as city officials argue, then any 
train passenger or traveler, or taxi-using 
residents should be entitled to hire a cab for 
his or their own private use without being 
packed in with a lot of strangers. The fare is 
high enough to pay for privacy. 


How to Get Bigger Rations 


No consumer cheers followed the an- 
nouncement that butter rations will have to 
stay at four ounces per week until the middle 
of May, and that restoration of the six-ounce 
coupon value cannot be looked for before 
June. And ino outburst of applause was ex- 
pected. | 

A few days before the announcement was 
made figures were published which showed 
that butter reserves at the beginning of | 
April were far below those of last year and | 
out of comparisqn with the average at that 
date in former years, The restricted ration | 
just means that the merchant can’t pass on 
to the consumer what he hasn’t and cannot 
get. 
Even the hope of a 50 per cent increase 
in the allowance at the first of June hangs 
on the chance that pasture will by that time 
increase the flow of milk and therefore the 
butter output by a corresponding percent- 
age. If the cows fail to respond, or if the 
extra milk is put to other use, the consumer’s | 
four ounces cannot become six. There isn’t 
any other source of supply. 

Thus the butter question comes back to 
the proposition to which all other shortage 
questions lead. Increased production will 
cure the scarcity, enlarge the allowances, 
and eventually end the need of rationing. 
Nothing else can, The rationing officials can- 
not divide up what does not exist. 


Why All the Rush? 


The House of Commons voted to change 
Dominion Day to Canada Day. The Senate 
has not yet considered the question. Nothing 
will be lost if the Upper Chamber should re- 
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“Canada” never denoted the region which is, BRIDGE 


now comprised within the Dominion, ‘“Do- 
minion” was adopted to denote this territory. 

July 1st therefore marks the birthday of 
our Dominion, It does not mark the birth- 
day of any political entity to which the name 
“Canada” ever was applied previously. 

Perhaps there are reasons why this tra- 
ditional association should be ignored, Do- 
minion Day abandoned, and Canada Day 
substituted. At least the public should have 
a chance to hear what these reasons are, to 
judge of their weight—and to register their 
reaction for the direction of their represent- 
atives in parliament. 

But if the public are to have this oppor- 
tunity they will owe it to the Senate. The 
Commons didn’t give them a chance to say 
what they thought. The proposal was simply 
railroaded through by the Commoners as 
though it wasn’t any of the public’s business. 


In Russia and in Alberta 


‘It is now revealed that the February 
elections in the Soviet Union resulted in a 
total poll of 101,459,936 votes or 99.7 per- 
cent of the total number on the election 
register. In 13 of the 16 Soviet republics, the 
percentage was higher than this figure. Only 
in Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania did the 
vote fall below the average and their figures 
were respectively 99.16, 98.71 and 91.78. 

A comparison with Canada in this re- 
spect is startling. In the Canadian general 
elections of 1940, the percentage of the poss- 
ible vote which was polled was 70. Yukon 
was high with 82 percent. Alberta was low 
with 63 percent. 

Russia's system is a peculiar system and 
certainly not a system conducive, one would 
imagine, to a large vote. For the result, ob- 
viously, was a foregone conclusion. No can- 
didates were permitted except those of the 
Communist party or approved by the party. 
The only function of the voter was to ex- 
press approval or disapproval of such candi- 
dates. No ballot had more than one name 
on it. The voter approved by dropping it in 
the box unmarked. He expressed disapproval 
by crossing out the name, 

Those who expressed disapproval num- 
ber only 819,699 or a little more than three- 
quarters of one per cent of the number vot- 
ing. 

This is not a franchise which should ex- 
cite the electors to any great interest. Yet 
99.7 of them voted. 

In Alberta, one of the most democratic 
provinces of Canada, only 63 percent voted. 

One of the most serious defects in democ- 
racy seems to be that it inclines those who 
most enjoy its benefits and privileges to take 
an exceedingly light view of its responsi- 
bilities. 


Twelve Japanesé voters marked their 
ballots for General MacArthur and one 
plumped for President Truman. If they 
weren’t cranks, these voters evidently got 
their notions of democracy tangled up with 
the claims of international courtesy. At that, 
it wouldn’t be a bad idea if General Mac- 
Arthur could head a Japanese government 
for awhile. He would find the going hard, for 
the country is bankrupt, but the Japs would 
benefit agd the neighbors could rest easy.

Canada’s Proper Title 

| Editor, Bulletin: The debate in 
the House on the Canada Day bill 
was interesting as showing the 
lack of knowledge of members of 
the name of our country. Of the 
twenty who spoke, nine asserted 
that the name was “Dominion of 
Canada” and not one of them was 
corrected ... Section 3 of the Bri- 
tish North America Act states, in 
part as to the name: “,.. the 
Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick shall form 
jand be one dominion under the 
name of Canada; and on and after 
that day those three provinces 
|shall form and be one dominion 
under that name accordingly.” This 
section states very clearly that the 
name is “Canada” and not “Dom- 
inion of Canada.” Mr, Marquis 
read section 3 but failed to cail 
attention to the fact that the proper 
name is “Canada” only, 

The word “Dominion” is a very 
old one and may be found in old 
official documents as referring to 
the possessions of Britain. It was 
used as synonymous with “colony,” 
“possession” and “plantation” and 
is used in that sense in the BNA 
Act as indicating that Canada was 
a possession of Britain as, in faci, 
she was at that time. 

Because the country was named 
“Canada” the rather pretty story 
|of Sir Leonard Tilley having sug-

In a great proportion of cases 
radical surgery or treatment by the 
other two agencies could be pre- 
vented if the patient in question 
had reported early to a physician 
on discovery of any unusual 
changes in health and well-being, 
the speaker warned. 

Cancer was a rebellion of one or 
more cells, which, if neglected, 
rapidly multiplied throughout the 
body rendering cure doubtful and 
treatment difficult if left for any 
length of time, he said. 

The speaker said he had been 
told there were “only eight men in 
Canada who are supremely trained 
to handle the cancer situation”, but 
despite this dearth of trained per- 
sonnel the facilities and progress 
of treatment clinics in Alberta had 
helped to mark that province as 
one with a low cancer mortality 
rate,

Professor J. L. McDougall of Queen’s University has 
informed a special committee of the Senate, that if 
co-operatives, crown companies, government and 
municipally owned corporations were taxed on the 
same basis as other businesses, they would pay up to 
125 millions of dollars in Income and Excess Profits 
Taxes annually. 


This means that 125 millions of potential taxes are not 
being collected. This additional burden is thrown on 
other businesses, big and small, and on individual 
income tax payers. It is the equivalent of $50.00 for 
every individual income tax payer in Canada. 


If this 125 millions of dollars of revenue were 
collected, the Department of National Revenue could, 
without reducing its revenue, wipe out the personal in- 
come tax on 1,423,000 tax payers with incomes below $1800. 


A New Danger Has Arisen 


This situation is in danger of becoming worse instead 
of better. A Royal Commission has recommended 
that profits, if paid out as patronage dividends to 
customers, should be treated as an expense in com- 
puting taxable income, If this recommendation be- 
comes law, any business could then pay out all, or 
practically all, of its profits as patronage dividends, 
leaving nothing to tax. 


There can be no objection to the payment of patronage 
dividends. That should be the right of any business. 
But as long as there is a tax on income or profits, all 
profits must be subject to income tax. Patronage

Therefore until the 
government officials decide why 
they want to build houses—for 
shelter, for jobs, for investments, 
or as a source of taxation, or ia 
stop complaints—they aren't going | 
to be able to please anybody. 

AS A SECOND example, let's 
ask ourselves: “Why do we want 
business and industry to expand?”

All of these are reasons why busi- 
ness should be expanded. Yet, 
until we decide which of these 
reasons is the most important it is 
going to be difficult for us to de- 
cide how to expand business, and| 
what businesses to expand, and 
where to locate them. 

If the government stayed out of 
the picture then the answers to 
these questions would all be clear | 
cut, Investors and real estate firms 
would hire contractors to build 
homes so that they could rent them 
at a profit. Investors and entre- 
preneurs would establish busi- 
nesses so that they could make a 
profit by selling their products, 


BUT THE GOVERNMENT has 
butted its nose into everybody's 
business today, Which, in many 
ways is a good thing. But if the 
government is going to butt its 
nose into things, then the govern- 
ment has got a duty to know why 
it is butting its nose into other 
peoples’ business. And until the 
government makes up its mind, 
then instead of helping it is only 
going to hamper everything. 

It seems to me today ‘that we 
have arrived at a point where it is 
fair to say that either we have 
too much government interference 
or not enough. Either the govern- 
ment has got to back up and pull 
its nose out of a lot of places, or 
it has got to let people know what 
ic has in mind, and then climb right 
in and see that things are done so 
that the results which are desired 
are obtained. 

AT THE PREGENT time there 
are shortages of everything, except 
red-tape and government inspec- 
tors. Businessmen are afraid to 
expand because they don't know 
what regulations they are going to 
run into next, how much the gov- 
ernment will let them do, how far 
they'll let them go, or how much 
profit they will let them make. It 
is high time that somebody in 
authority sat down for a moment 
and did a little serious thinking be- 
fore any more regulations are put
